In England this timo of year less 
than a century ago you could have 
seen occasionally along the high­ 
ways a mother and father passing 
a little baby or child from the arms 
of one to the other through the cleft 
of an ash tree. 
This was supposed 
to cure the rickets. 
This is the time of year nhen 
rickets is most frequently observed, 
and if one could just find a cleft 
ash tree everything was supposed to 
be all right. 
There v as a famous 
r ne at the edge of Shirley Heath, 
near Birmingham. 
‘’Thomas Chil- 
lingworth,’' according to J. G. Fra­ 
zer in ‘The Golden Bougie”, “son of 
the owner of an adjoining farm, now 
about 34. was, when an infant, pass- 
ed through a similar tree, now per­ 
fectly sound, which he preserves 
with so much care that he will not 
suffer a single branch to be touched, 
for it is believed the life of the pa­ 
tient depends on the life of the 
tr^e.” 
If no cleft ash tree could be found, 
one was made. 
A young ash sap­ 
ling was split. Thn baby had to be 
nak^d and was passed through the 
cleft at sunrise three times or three 
times three and against the direc­ 
tion of the sun. The tree was then 
bound up nr.d the split plastered 
with mud and clay. If the tree heal­ 
ed up it was a sign that the child 
would be cured, and if the tree died 
?o would the child.
